In  addition  to  the  tall  shade-giving  trees, 
there  are  many  smaller  growing  types  such  as 
the  Flowering  Dogwood,  Japanese  Dogwood, 
Flowering  Crab  Apple,  Sour  Wood  and  Japanese 
Cherries  that  are  very  attractive.  Beeches  were 
thought  hard  to  move.  We  handle  them  with 
earth-balls  like  evergreens,  and  they  move  as 
readily  as  any  other  tree.  If  you  want  shade 
trees  branched  low,  come  and  see  our  European 
Beech.  Set  them  far  back  from  the  roadway 


The  Sweet  Gum  and  the  Tupelo  are  two  of  the  handsomest  trees  for  fall 
color,  and  yet  are  very  little  planted.  Both  were  hard  to  move  before  we 
found  that  they  needed  root  pruning  and  digging  with  the  ball 


lor  they  have  a tendency  to  keep  their  branches 
to  the  ground,  which  many  people  desire.  The 
Silver  Linden  and  Pin  Oaks,  lor  instance,  are 
high  branched  and  can  be  set  close  to  the 
roadway  for  overhead  shade. 

Not  so  long  ago  plants  were  considered  lux- 
uries and  our  business  a luxury  business;  today 
all  homes  must  have  some  ornamental  plant- 
ing. One  real  estate  company  sets  aside  a plant- 
ing allowance  for  each  house  in  its  develop- 
ment. The  house  that  is  planted  is  easily  sold 
and  at  a greater  price  than  the  raw,  unfinished 
place.

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WHY  HICKS  TREES  ARE  WORTH  MORE 


At  the  left  are  shown  the  roots  of  a Spruce  and 
an  Oak  that  have  not  been  root  pruned.  Note  the 
Oak’s  long  tap  root  like  a carrot,  and  the  small 
amount  of  feeding  roots  on  both  trees.  When  dug 
in  the  ordinary  way,  trees  like  these  do  not  have 
roots  enough  to  live.  At  the  right  are  the  same 
kind  of  trees  after  root  pruning,  showing  the 
absence  of  long  tap  roots  and  abundance  of 
small  fine  feeding  roots.  (C ) Shows  portion  of  root 
as  indicated.  (D)  Cross-section  of  this  root  to 
compare  with  (A)

HOW  TO  PLANT 


HICKS  TREES 


The  hole  should  be  dug  amply 
large  to  work  in,  about  1}4 
feet  of  space  all  around  the 
ball.  Then  tip  the  ball  and 
pull  out  the  platform  this  way. 
With  larger  trees  pull  out  the 
platform  by  team  or  tractor 

Next  straighten  the  tree  and 
tamp  the  earth  solid  under  it 
until  it  stands  vertical.  Plant- 
ing our  evergreens  is  the 
easiest  and  surest  of  all  plant- 
ing operations 

The  earth  is  so  firmly  held 
by  the  fitted  canvas  that  the 
ball  of  earth  is  held  intact. 
You  will  readily  see  that  the 
tree  is  like  a plant  in  a pot  and 
suffers  no  serious  surgical 
shock 

Pull  out  the  canvas  at  the 
bottom  a short  space  at  a 
time,  and  tamp  in  the  earth 
to  hold  the  bottom  of  the  ball. 
Spread  out  the  side  roots  in 
layers  and  continue  filling 
around  the  tree,  tamping  in 
the  earth  firmly.  Stakes  and 
wires  to  keep  from  tipping 
over  are  rarely  necessary 


Mulch  with  manure.  Don’t 
be  stingy,  and  don’t  veto  the 
mulching  because  it  may  look 
untidy.  If  you  fear  it  will 
blow  about  or  look  unkempt, 
you  may  cover  it  with  a layer 
of  soil 

Mulch  is  the  greatest  asset 
of  the  human  race.  Plants 
support  mankind,  and  plants 
live  on  the  mulch  of  decaying 
vegetable  matter.  Go  into  an 
unbumed  forest  and  see  the 
decaying  leaves,  three,  six  or 
even  ten  inches  deep

EVERGREEN  SHRUBS 


Evergreens  will  give  you  seclusion  and  privacy  the  day  after  they  are  planted.  With  large  evergreens  you  can  make  a cozy  ncok  on  the 
lawn  or  screen  out  objectionable  views.  A solid  planting  of  evergreens  will  shut  out  the  dust  and  noises  of  the  street 


THE  evergreen  shrub  or  broad-leaved  ever- 
green when  in  flower  gives  the  necessary 
touch  of  color  to  the  foundation  planting 
of  evergreens.  Nothing  is  handsomer  than  our 
native  Laurel,  and  the  acid  soil  of  Long 
Island  just  suits  Mountain  Laurel  and  rhodo- 
dendron. If  you  have  not  acid  soil  you  can  have
